Stanley's Account of Bow He Kept the 


Peace With the Wy-yanil. 


[Hatton's Review of Stanley's New Book.] 


At Bolobo, or somewhere near that far- 


distant section of ths Congo country, Mr. 
Stanley had to settlo many serious 
diffi- 


culties with the natives, and but for his tact 
and patience tbe whole land would have 
been ablaz3 with tribal wars. He bad set- 
tled a peace which threatened to be of 
short duration, when a Kruppgun was 
brought upon tho scene. This is Mr. Stan- 
ley's account of the operation: 


"It was, therefore, decidedly necessary to 


fire tho Krupp. They were turbulent through 
their unsophisticated wildnes;. They knew 
no better. A brass rod causes a war; a drop 
too much of boer ends in a war. 
If they 


have a bad dream soma unfortunate is ac- 
cused and burned for witchcraft, or hanged 
for being an accessor;; to it 
A chief dies 


from illness, and from two to fifty people 
are butchered over his grave. When the 
chief of Moye—tns next village above our 
station—died, forty-five people were slaugh- 
tered, and only a short time before Ibaka 
strangled a lovely young girl because her 
lover had sickened and died. Two slaves of 
Ibaka quarreled over their beer, and one 
shot the other; the brother of the murdered 
man demanded twelve slaves, two bales of 
cloth, 
and 
1,500 
brass 
rods; 
one 


of 
the 
male 
slave; 
was beheaded, 


and a female slave was strangled that their 
spirit might accompany the spirit of the 
dead slave on its dreary journey to the un- 
known universe. 
That we had not been 


more involved in trouble with such people as 
these of Bolobo has been solely duo to our 
anxious care and large forbearance. 


"Notwithstanding their professions of in- 


credulity as to its power, it was observed 
t it the chiefs took great care to keep at a 
respectful distance from tho Krupp, and 
when finally the artillerist, after sighting 
the piece to 3,000 yards, fired it, and the 
cannon spasmodically recoiled, their bodies, 
also instantaneously developed a convulsive 
movement, after which they sat stupidly 
gazing at one another. A second shot was 
fired to 3,001) yards, and the appearance of 
the column of water heaved by iPsatisfiei 
the most skeptical that the implement was a 
gun of immense power." 


The sequel was a treaty of lasting peace, 


but it was not brought about without a long 
and firm negotiation on both sides. The 
Wy-yanzi chiefs asked so much money or 
gourds that Stanley suddenly turned upon 
them and withdrew his proposals and started 
to leave the spot never to return. At this 
there was a tremendous scene, "No, no, no. 
Stop, Bula Matin!" This is Stanley's title 
among the natives.) "Dualla, stay! Nay, 
be not angry with us; this is but a custom 
of the Wi-yanzi. It you had given us 4,000 
brass rods we should have asked for 10,000; 
if you had given us 50,000 we should have 
asked for ten times the amount. What, 
Bula Matari leave us? No, never! Give us 
the moneys and we will go to celebrate the 
peace. 
Come, Bula Matari, drive away 


your anger," and Ibaka eamo and patted 
and rapped gently over my watch pocket, 
as though my disgust and silust fury was 
stowed somewhere in that regicirr 


"And," continued Ibaka, smiling humor- 


ously, "does not Bula Matari know the Wy- 
yanzi yet? Why, the greed of the Wy- 
yanzi is as insatiable as the appetite of the 
hippopotamus. The trouble is endofl, Bula 
Mataria. Wy-yanzi love money too well to 
risk fighting any more. Two troubles have 
cost them money; they will not care to 
provoke a third. So live in peace, and let 
your heart rest," Being a guileless, liberal, 
and susceptible creature, "I accepted Ibnka's 
baud, and then all departed to drink beer, 
with tho strong purpose to live hereafter in 
peace with the white man and his people. 
The Wy-yanzi are not a vindictive people; 
why shouU I have been?"

allowable, although perhaps not preferable. 
One common-sense man 
says "there is 


authority for tbe popular pronunciation, and 
I propose to adopt it rather than make my- 
self 
conspicuous by speaking differently 


from ninety-nine out of 100 of my country- 
men." The person vrho represents tha other 
class is a strict purist. 


The one person accomodatss himself to 


popular usage whenever be can find reason- 
ably good authority for doing so; the other 
is unbending, and claims that common use 
bos no right to acknowiedgment, but that 
what_he considers the best roust always rule.

Why Sugar Is Advanced.

cials familiar with the situation in the 
sugar market and tbe importation of that 
article, say that the advance in prioss is 
due to the fact that the sugar trust realizes 
that Congress will bavo to do something 
towards removing the duty ,'rom sugar at 
its next session, and therefore they pro- 
pose to ran sugar to the highest notch be- 
fore Congress baa an opportunity to inter- 
fere in behalf of consumers.

Si. PAUL, Jane 8.—[Special to the 


Omaha Bee.]—St. Paul had parks here 
and there, but no park system or park 
commission until February 25, 1887. 
Since that time Prof. H. W. S. Cleveland 
and a board ot commissioners have done 
a great deal toward giving the saintly oity 
an adequate number of breathing places. 
Members of the legislature from the oity 
get tbe legislature to pass bills for tbe 
issuance of bonds for psrkjgparposes, and 
the citizens are taxed a small amount 
annually to provide for the retirement of 
these bonds when doe. 
The park board is 


composed of eight member*, who bold 
weekly meetings. The largest park in tbe 
city, and tbat to which tbe Board is Riving 
most of its attention, is that at LakeComo. 
It is located about foar miles from the 
center of the city on three lines of rail- 
ways. It surrounds the lake, and contains 
over two hundred and fifty-six acres. Two 
yean ago the city was bonded for $25,000 
for this park, and about $1-2,000 of this 
amount has already been expended. 
The 


city workhouse is temporarily located on 
tbe southwest forty acres of Como park, 
and the inmates are utilized in beautifying 
the grounds. During the year they have 
reopened the gravel lidges near the west 
shore of the lake and have filled and re- 
claimed about two acres of unsightly low 
ground tbat was formeily a part of the 
lake. By cutting away the ridges a splen- 
did boulevaided driveway has been built 
along the shore of the beautiful little lake. 
A carriage concourse, ICO fett in diameter, 
on tbe highest point in the park, and com- 
manding extensive views m 
different 


directions, was graded and surfaced. Tbe 
gravel taken from the banks has been 
fonnd ot an excellent quality for surfacing, 
end large quantities have been used for 
that purpose. 
An iron 
road 
roller, 


weighing 3,000 pounds, about three feet 
in length aud made of three s uillar sec- 
tions or short drums, mounted loosely on a 
revolving shaft, has been kopt continu- 
ously at work, compacting first the road- 
bed and then the gravel surfacing. To 
make the gravel reia'n an unbroken sur- 
face under carnage travel A finely divided 
stiff loam VMS placed beneath the top soil. 
Tbis also insures freedom from seed. 
Another course of loam is mixed with the 
gravel, and this, when rolled, becomes 
cemented together and forms a smooth, 
hard roadbed that is almost impervious to 
water. 
Surface water is disposed of 


through trench drains made by digging 
pits aud trenches and filling them with 
waste cobble btones picked from the Bar- 
facing gravtl. In the vicinity of the prin- 
cipal park entrance, 710 feet of vitrified 
pipe drama and eight catch basins with 
iron gratings and sido iulets have been 
constructed to receive and convey to the 
lake the large qunn'ity ol surface water 
that seeks an outlet at that point. To 
relieve the barrenness of the bordern of 
the drives, native plants wera selected audi 
transplanted from the adjoining woous to 
the borders to the extent 
of 
2,500 


shrubs and 
300 tries, 
Among 
tbe 


different shrubbery selected were cherry, 
dogwood, honeysuckle, roses, plum, thorn, 
Bumack, hazel, alder, white birch, poplar, 
linden, etc. It ii the intention to allow 
the woodland borders to run up thick nitb 
undergrowth, except at a few pomti where 
openings will give views to partially clear- 
ed ground fifty feet or more away. Of the 
trees planted in groups lu Como park are 
100 large evergreens, including white and 
Norway pines, spruce, juniper and arbor 
vitte, fifty smaller evergreens, 400 decidu- 
ous trees, chiefly white maple, but includ- 
ing elm, ash, butternut, box-elder and su- 
gar maple. In the Park nursery there are 
S50 small spruce trees and a great deal of 
shrubbery ot different kinds. Tbe season 
has proved so propitious that only a tew of 
the 5,500 trees planted in the park have 
be^n lost. 


The building of flower bed* has not yet 


been begun to any considerable extent. A 
temporary propagating house, 17x40 feet in 
size, aud located as a lean-to against tbe 
southeast end of tbe old white farm house 
in tbe park, has been built. Here it is 
intended to cultivate bedding plants for 
the Summer display m the park flower bedn, 
vases, etc.

but will be turned over to the park commis- 
sion in a short timo.
